FOR the purpose of including the Maryland Legal Services Corporation Fund in the 3 

list of funds whose net interest earnings do not accrue to the General Fund of 4 

the State; specifying that certain charges may not be made against the Fund 5 

under certain circumstances; and generally relating to net interest earnings of 6 

the Maryland Legal Services Corporation Fund.  7

 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 18 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 19

 (a) There is a Maryland Legal Services Corporation Fund. 2 

 

 (b) The Administrative Office of the Courts shall administer the Fund. 3 

 

 (c) The Fund is a special, nonlapsing fund that is not subject to § 7–302 of 4 

the State Finance and Procurement Article. 5 

 

 (d) The Fund consists of: 6 

 

  (1) money deposited to the Fund from the surcharge assessed in civil 7 

cases under §§ 7–202 and 7–301 of the Courts Article; 8 

 

  (2) money appropriated to the Fund under § 11–401 of this subtitle; 9 

 

  (3) interest on attorney trust accounts paid to the Fund under §  10 

10–303 of the Business Occupations and Professions Article; and 11 

 

  (4) investment earnings of the Fund. 12 

 

 (e) The Corporation shall use the Fund to provide funding for civil legal 13 

services to indigents under this title. 14 

 

 (f) The Treasurer shall: 15 

 

  (1) invest and reinvest the Fund in the same manner as other State 16 

funds, EXCEPT THAT NO INTEREST CHARGE SHALL BE MADE AGAINST THE FUND 17 

IF THE AVERAGE DAILY NET CASH BALANCE FOR THE MONTH IS LESS THAN 18 

ZERO; and 19 

 

  (2) credit any investment earnings to the Fund AND MAY NOT 20 

CHARGE INTEREST AGAINST THE FUND IF THE AVERAGE DAILY NET CASH 21 

BALANCE FOR THE MONTH IS LESS THAN ZERO. 22 

 

 (g) Expenditures from the Fund shall be made in accordance with an 23 

appropriation requested by the Judicial Branch of the State government under §  24 

7–108 of the State Finance and Procurement Article and approved by the General 25 

Assembly in the State budget or by the budget amendment procedure under § 7–208.1 26 

of the State Finance and Procurement Article. 27

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 (a) (1) Except as otherwise specifically provided by law or by regulation of 1 

the Treasurer, the Treasurer shall credit to the General Fund any interest on or other 2 

income from State money that the Treasurer invests. 3 

 

  (2) (i) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, and unless 4 

inconsistent with a federal law, grant agreement, or other federal requirement or with 5 

the terms of a gift or settlement agreement, net interest on all State money allocated 6 

by the State Treasurer under this section to special funds or accounts, and otherwise 7 

entitled to receive interest earnings, as accounted for by the Comptroller, shall accrue 8 

to the General Fund of the State. 9

 (b) (1) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Treasurer may 7 

invest separately or commingled in 1 or more pools amounts to be invested by law or 8 

regulation for State agencies. 9 

 

  (2) The Treasurer shall allocate net earnings on amounts commingled 10 

in a pool to the appropriate State agencies entitled to receive interest earnings under 11 

subsection (a) of this section. 12 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 13
